3 feet more than that of the Al- 
batrocs, and about 4 feet less than 
that of the omiant Short Empire 
flying, boats. 

tn the Nazi invasions of Scan- 
dinavea and the Low Countries, 
Condors were used for dropping 
purachulists, and as troop-car- 
riers. “The interior passenger ace 
commodation owas stripped — to 
crowd an eonsiderable numbers of 
troops and equipment. 

The civil version of the Condor 
had four BOM.W. radial engines of 
about 720 hep. each, giving it a 
maximum speed of around 230 
m.p.h. The ‘ceiling’ or maximum 
height, was roughly 22,000 feet or 
13,000 feet on three motors only. 
A feature is that each engine had 
its own separate fuel tank. With 
special fuel tanks the extreme 
range was just under 1,000 miles. 
Car rying a normal fuel load the 

pay load’ was between 2!4 and 3 
tons, and the total load carried, 
including fuel, passengers and 
equipment, was rather more than 
4% tons.

-the rulers select and train 
leaders on whose loyaity 
they can count. 

In the totalitarian 
‘States there is an all- 
powerful minority party 
which has the strength of 
a strict discipline and 
governs by suppressing 
freedom and independent 
news.

LONDON CRYPT 


TWIN BROTHERS AND THEIR SISTER, ALL 
THREE DEAF AND DUMB, WERE AMONG 400 
PEOPLE WHO WERE SHELTERING IN A CRYPT 
UNDER A LONDON CHURCH WHEN IT WAS HIT

FRENCH. ~— 
DISTRUST | 
AXIS 


An article written in the South 
of Franee and published in the 
Zurich newspaper “Volksrecht,” 
descr'bes the growing distrust of 
the Axis Powers and the Petain 
regime among the French people. 

The communique issued after 
the Petain-Hitler meeting aroused 
certain hopes in the French public, 
as it was widely thought that the 
occupied zone would be reduced 
and that pr'soners of war would 
return home, ‘says the writer of 
the article. 

But the broadcast by Marshal 
Petain dissipated these hopes. The 
Vichy Government's policy of se- 
crecy about all negotiations caused 
a flood of rumours, which were 
increased by the complete lack of 
information in the French Press, 
the undignified attitude of which 


towards Germany is arousing criti- , 


cism. 


France’s “War Guilt’’ 


“It is being asked,” the article 
says, ‘what interests this Press 
thinks to serve by attributing, be- 
fore the whole world, the gullt for 
the war to France. Did Poland, 
Norway, Denn ark, Holland, Bel- 


glum, &c., renounce their willing- ; 


ness to cooperate with Germany-— 
a cooperation which the Vichy 
Government states now lies open 
to France?” 

The writer reveals that the 
French are realising that if France 
had tried to cooperate with Ger- 
many by refusing her aid to Po- 
land, Hitler would have found an 
excuse to attack France just as he 
did Czechoslovakia and just as 
Italy did to Abyssinia, Albania 
and Greece. 

“Frenchmen therefore fail en- 
tirely to see what improvement 
of her position France can hope 
for by assuming a guilt which is 
not her due," remarks the article.

Besides the official Interroga; 
tion of R.A.F. crews cn_ their 
return from raids over Germany 
and German-occupied territories 
there js often an unofficial “post- 
mortem” in the Flight Command- 
er’s officer.

From these informal talks there 
sometimes emerges additional in- 
formation that helps, the Flight 
Commander and others to build 
up for themselves a comple‘e pic- 
ture of the previous night's opera- 
tions. During a recent talk, for 
instance, a pilot who had been at- 
tacking an important objective in 
the Ruhr gave further details of 
his experience. 

“The anti-aircraft barrage pu‘ 
up by the enemy,” he said, ‘‘was 
so severe that it looked like a 
well and heavily patterned cur- 
tain of fre. How the Germans 


stil a mystery. The night sky 
was perfectly clear and the con- 
ditions both for defence ‘and at- 
tack were excellent. There was 
no dittculty in finding the actual 
works we were after, and we 
were able to sce our bombs burst- 
ing right on the mark.” 

In answer to the Flight Com- 
mander’s question as to whether 
the results of the bombing had 
been seen, the pilot said; ‘Yes, 
plainly. There was debris flying 


about in all cirections and over 
the whole place there were thick 
clouds of dust. A few minutes 
later we also saw bombs from 
another aircraft falling right 
across the target, and before we 
could count ten, flames could be 
seen leaping hundreds of feet in- 
to the air. We thought at the 
time what a fine piece of bomb 
aiming it was.” 

At this remark another pilot 
chipped in: “I think, from all 
accounts, that those were our 
bombs.” 

This interpretation not unnat- 
urally led to a great deal of bad- 
inage, for at the time of the at- 
tack there were several aircraft 
over the target.

A new sort of German 


raider has lately made a! 


fleeting appearance over 
Britain — heavily guard- 
‘ed by escorts of fighters. 
It has been described as a 
large, black, 4-motor type, 
employed as a heavy bom- 
ber. 
first few visits it had not 
yet joined the identifiable 
remains of the hundreds 
of He’s, Me’s, Ju’s and 
Do’s which have fallen to 
the guns of Britain’s Spit- 
fires and Hurricanes, it 
bears a strong resem- 
blance to the pre-war 
Focke-Wulf “Condor.” 
Designed as a 26-seat civil air 
liner the Condar is a low-wing 
cantilever monoplane. Before the 
war the type was used on the Luft 
Hansa Berlin—-London service. In 
general lay-out it is somewhat 
like another big Nazi civil type, 
the Ju.90, and the famous British 
1D. H. Albatross 4-moter mail car- 
rier, Unlike these two types the 


Condor has only a single rudder. 
Its wing span of 106 feet is some 


Although during its; 


3 feet more than that of tho Al- 
batross, and about 4 fect less than 
that of the giant Short Empire 
flying boats. 

In the Nazi invasions of Scan- 
dinavia and the Low Countries, 
Condors were used for aropping 
parachutists, and as troop-car- 
ners, The interior passenger av- 
commodation was stripped — to 
crowd jin considerable numbers of 
troops and equipment. 

Phe civil version: of the Condor 
had feur BOM.W. radial engines of 
about 720 hip. cach, giving it a 
maximum speed of around 230 
m.p.h. The ‘ceiling’ or maximum 
height, was roughly 22,000 feet or 
13,000 feet on three motors only, 
A feature is that each engine had 
its own separate fuel tank. With 
special fuel tanks the extreme 
range Was just under 1,000 miles. 
Carrying a‘normal fuel load the 
‘pay load’ was between 2'S and 3 
tons, and the total load carried, 
including fuel, passengers and 
equipment, was rather more than 
4'5 tons.

Besides the official Interroga- 
tion of R-A.F. crews on_ their 
return from raids over Germany 
and German-occupied territories 
there fs often an unofficial “post- 
mortem” in the Flight Command- 
er’s officer. 


Here once again are discussea 
the tactics adopted by the enemy, 
the weakness or severity of his 
anti-aircraft fire, the location of 
targets, the weather, the number 
of hits scored, and a hundred and 
one other points of interest arising 
from the, previous night’s show. 


From these informal talks there 
sometimes emerges additional in- 
formation that helps the Flight 
Commander and others to build 

up for themselves a comple‘e pic- 
ture of the previous night's opera- 
tions. During a recent talk, for 
instance, a pilot who had been al- 
tacking an important objective in 
the Ruhr gave further details of 
his experience. 


“The anti-aircraft barrage put 
up by the enemy,” he said. “was 
so severe that it looked like a 
well and heavily patterned cur- 
tain of fire. How the Germans 
failed to shoot any of us down is 
still a mystery. The night sky 
was perfectly clear and the con- 
ditions both for defence and a'- 
tack were excellent. There was 
no dificulty in finding the actuat 
works we were. after, and we 
were able to see our bombs burst- 
ing right on the mark.” 


In answer to the Flight Com- 
mander’s question as to whether 
the resulis of the bombing bad 
been seen, the pilot said; “Yes, 
vlainly.. There was debris flying 
about in all cirections and over 
the whole place there were thick 
clouds of dust. A few minutes 
later we also saw bombs from 
another ‘aircraft falling right 
| across the target, and before we 
could count ten, flames could be 
seen leaping hundreds of feet in- 
to the air. We -thought at the 
time what a fine piece of bomb 
aiming it was.”

minutest detail and all were carried: out in ac- 
‘cordance with the most optimistic hopes. 


During the past fortnight guns, ammunition, 
water and petrol have been streaming up to the 
front, and then for two nights and one day a tho- 


rough plastering of the port by the Navy and R.A.F. 
prepared the way for a land attack at dawn. on Kri- 


day. 

At the crack of dawn the Aus- 
{ralians, protected by tanks, went 
in on the western side of the peri- 
meter of Bardia’s defences, rougb- 
ly opposite the port, spread out 
soutb-eastwards and attacked the 
defenders from the rear and flank, 

A day and a half of fighting 
sufficed to mop up the entire 
southern half of the defences, 
except for a clump In the ex- 
treme south-east corner whero 
the terrain is rocky and inter- 
sected with small ravines, in 
which some of the defenders 
were taking refuge. 

The speed of these operations 
was astonishing. but even more 
astonishing is the fact that the, 
same period has been sufficient .te 
clean up the northern half of the 
defences. 


Not A Barrier 


One deep ravine, named Waddi 
Gerfan, cuts almost clear across. 
the circle of defences westwards 
from Bardia, forming a natural 
barrier against tanks, but it was 
no barrier to the Australians, 

They simply charged across it, 
pouring bullets from their guns. 

Despite the courage and dash 
with which the Australians car- 
ried out the action it is understood 
that their casualties were not 
heavy. 

In addition to 15,000 prisoners 
the British are now in possession 
of almost all the guns with which 
Bardia was defended, together 
with stores and eo ace

In the series of broad-.

| title “I Believe in Demo-

* Empire. The Christians 
in the territories ruled by 
the Empire were compell- 
ed to send a proportion of 
their male children to 
’ Constantinople. These 
children were kept there 
as slaves and the most 
promising of them were 
trained for administra- 
tion. Thus the Sultan’s 
chief officials were often 
slaves drawn from the 
non-Turkish populations. 
They were brought up 
with a strict discipline 
and no ties of any kind 
but to their corps and the 
Sultan. In the same way 
the pick of the Nazi 
youth are trained in spe- 
cial schools, renouncing 
all ties of home and kin, 
brought up in blind devo- 
tion to their leader. “The 
one thing they are not to' 
have is any thoughts ef 
. their own.” In both cases 
the rulers select and train 
leaders on whose loyalty 
they can count. 
in the totalitarian 
States there is an all- 
powerful minority party 
which has the strength of 
‘a strict discipline and 
verns by suppressing 
freedom and independent 
news.

Naval war consists In the main 
of month after month of — Ccon- 
stant watchfulness and dreary 
monotony at s€a, punctuated -by 
hours and minutes of intense ¢x- 
cttement.
